A rick animal should lie placed in a 
well-disinfected and dry box stall with 
plenty of bedding and sunlight (avoid 
draft.-,).

Small Flocks Best. 
In considering the question of poultry 
houses «>nr of the first questions to come 
up is the size of the flocks to be accom­ 
modated. 
Writing about this matter in 
►Suburban Life for March. Ruth Mildred 
Philo says: "Repeated tests have proven 
invariably that far greater results are 
obtained from a given number of hens 
when they are kept in flocks of from six 
to ten each than when they ar** allowed 
to mingle in one large flock. The reason 
for this is quite apparent, as in every 
flock then* w*ill be some hens that are 
naturally slower than the rest. 
Where 
only a few fowls are kt pt together these 
are given so much the greater oppor­ 
tunity to get their shun of the food and 
attention, buts, where a g n a t many are 
k**pt in a single flock, these fowds are 
repeatedly crowded nut and fail to re­ 
ceive due care, with a consequent falling 
off in the egg production.”

T he Loudon T im es gives the follow ing 
particulars of E jn ar M ikkelsen’s plan** 
for an expedition to northeast 
G reen­ 
land tor the purpose of discovering the 
depot left by M ylius Erich sen and his 
tw o companions, w ho perished duriug the 
expedition of 1907-08. 
Mr. M ikkelsen proposes to go to the 
eust coast of Greenland with a sm all 
vessel of about 45 registered tons, so m e­ 
w h at of the type of the Gjoa. in which 
Capt. 
A m undsen 
navigated

w est passage. 
T h e tutu I crew w ill con­ 
sist o f only seven men, Mr. M ikkelsen 
included. 
T h e vessel will be fitted with 
a motor capable of propelling her at the 
rate o f about four miles au hour. 
A t the F aro islands, w hich he expects 
to reach about July 5, he will meet with 
a steam er from Greenland, which will 
carry his dogs, fifty in ail. 
I le will ©et 
his course northward and enter the ice 
off the east coast of Greenland in about 
74 or 75 degrees mirth latitude. 
Through the ice h e will endeavor to 
keep a northwest course to strike the 
coast som ew here about ( ’ape Bism arck.

along the coast and place a large depot 
as far north as possible, and then re­ 
turn to a sa fe w inter harbor near Cape 
Bism arck.

It Will About Equal That of Last Year 


When Reports Are In, 


N ew York, July 6.— Four deaths, 337 
injured, nine of thorn dangerously•, and 
one so seriously that death seem s cer­ 
tain, was the Fourth of July record in 
New York and Brooklyn. 
T he list of 
injured and perhaps tie* dead. will be 
sw elled 
with com p lete reports from 
Long Bland and other suburban dis­ 
tricts. 
Last, year's record was seven dead 
and 253 injured for the entire Greater 
New 
York, aud indications are that 
the casualties this year will probably 
equal that when all hospital aud other 
records are available 
T h e hospitals arc sw am ped with pa 
Bents, m ost of them suffering from 
minor burns and cuts caused by e x ­ 
plosion of fireworks, and patients are 
being added at the larger institutions 
at the rate of ten an hour. 
Fires in 
city and suburbs were numbered by 
the score, but none iu New York prop­ 
er did any great damage. 
The lack of 
serious fires in New York was coni 
merited upon by Fire Chief Croker, 
who said the number had been less 
than any previous year.

T his consists o f a sm all tube w hich is 
i attached to the diaphragm o f the ml- 
j crophone and through which a stream 
o f w ater flows betw een a pair of plati­ 
num electrodes. /The water Is slightly 
acidulated, so as to com plete the cir­ 
cuit between the electrodes. 
W han the 
microphone is vibrated by the voice 
the stream of liquid fluctuates, varying 
the electrical resistance in accordance 
with the sound of the voice
